D ifficu lties E n cou n tered by th e E xp ed i­ 
tion Sent to th e hit E lia s R egion s. 
Washington, October 19th.—The scientific 
expedition sent last spring under the joiut au­ 
spices of the National Geograpnical Society aud 
the United Slates Geological survey for the pur­ 
pose of exploring the region about Mount St. 
Elias, Alaska, has returned. 
Mr. Russell, who 
organized the expedition aud had charge of the 
woik, has furnished the Associated Press with a 
picturesque sketch of the work ol his party. 
The actual base of operation, at the head of 
Yukat&t Bay, was reached June 28th, aud a 
s tu d y of the geo ogy aud geography of the re­ 
gion begun at once. Tney iouud an island near 
the head ot the bay which they named Giaud 
View Island 
From its summit, which rises 
boldly 1,000 feet above the water, a magnifi­ 
cent view was obtained of the vast siretch of 
snow-clad mountains, from which glacie;s of a 
great magnitude descended to the sea, and 
ended in cliffs several hundred feet high. 
From there the icebergs crowding the bay 
were derived. One of these glaciers we named 
a'ter Dalton, the pioneer exp orer of the region; 
another of larger size at the head of the bay 
was named iu honor of Gardner Hubbard, Presi­ 
dent of the National Geographical Society. 
A 
magnificent mountain peak rising skime i0,000 
feet immediately above the Hubbard glacier re­ 
ceived the same name. Another towering peak 
on the same mountain crest, triangular in 
shape, aud always of the purest white, was 
named Mount Seattle. 
As soon as the topographic work was well 
UDder wav, a line of march loward Mount St. 
Eiias was" decided upon. 
All of our rations, 
bedding, tenis, etc., lmd to be carried or packi d 
by men, the character of the couutry not allow­ 
ing the use of animals. 
We found passes in the 
mountains leadiug in the direction we wished 
to travel, and no insurmountable ciffieulties 
were iu the way, although great patience and 
judgment were required iu threading the net­ 
work of crevasses in the ice fields, l’.obabiy 
more than nine tenths of our journey was across 
glaciers aud suow-fields. 
On the 1st of August we were midway be­ 
tween YukatatBay and St. Elias, but still at 
the base of tbe mountains. The timber line is 
there about 1,500 feet high, aud all the trees dis­ 
appear a lew miles to the west. An island of 
rock, sur ounded by huge glaciers, but clothed 
with beautiful flowers, rank ferns and dense 
spaice trees, furnished a d-lightful spot for 
our base camp. We nam 'd this lovely oasis iu 
the deserto! ice, “Blossom Island.’’ From there 
our work iu the high mountains began. 
After twenty days of hard w, rk above the ; 
snow liue, we found ourselves at the base of 
St. Elias. Tbe weather had been clear lor ten 
days aud we had every prospect of a good day s 
c.im b on the morrow. Risiug at 3 in the morn­ 
ing we began at what we believed to be the 
iiual ascent, but after a few hours storm clouds 
settled down around us. The snow began to 
fall and all land marks were lost to view. The 
storm continued for thirty hours without cessa­ 
tion, and it was with difficulty that we found 
our way through the blindingsnow to the camp, 
where necessary rations were to be had. 
Several attempts were made to reach the sum­ 
mit two days later, but another storm broke 
o\>r the mountaius as suddenly as the first. 
This time I was alone in the highest camp, 
where I was imprisoned for six days before 
able to rejoin the party below. 
When I started 
down there w as six feet ieet of stow which re­ 
fused to harden, aud rendered it impoisible to 
do more work among the peaks. On descend­ 
ing to the lower level, I started an excursion 
np the glacier, between the St. Elias lange and 
Mt. Cook, which gave promise of leading to a 
low pass across the main ridge, but a third 
snow-storm coming up, I was obliged to re­ 
turn to Blossom Island, and was there rejoined 
by Mr. Kerr, the topographer, who had de­ 
scended a few days p evtous. 
My stav above the snow line lasted thirty- 
five days. During that time we lived in tents, 
many times camping on the open glacier, so as 
to be out of reach of avalanches. 
Alter returning to Blossom Island an excur­ 
sion was made lar out on the great Fiedmont 
glacier, which forms a plateau about 1,500 feet 
high, stretching along the southern base of the 
St. Elias range. This glacier is of a continental 
type, in dhtinction from the Alpine glaciers, 
and has an area, by estimate, of about 1,000 
square miles. It is the largest glacier known 
in the northern hemisphere, with the exception 
of the ice fields of Greenland. 
We returned to Yukatat Bay about the 20th 
of September, haviag had stormy weather al­ 
most all the time, and on the 21d our hear s 
were gladdened by seeing the steamer Corwin 
coming up the bay. Captain Hooper having 
made a cruise from Sitka especially for our re­ 
lief, and conveyed the expedition to Port 
Townsend. 
From a point of view of a tcientis’, il not of 
an Alpinist, ihe expedition was a success. The 
plan proposed in starting was carried out al­ 
most to a lett r. so far as a study of the glaciers, 
geology and topography was concerned, but we 
did not reach the top of Mount St. Elias. 
Meas­ 
urements made have determined that all the 
mountaius in this region are lower than pre­ 
viously supposed, and that St. Elias, instead of 
being the highest point in North America, is in 
reality a second-rate mountain. Its elevation, 
instead of being 19.5"0 feet, as previously con­ 
sidered, is about i:’,,5Q0. 
Mount Cook lias an 
elevation of 10,250 feet, and Vancouver 9,100. 


STOOD AT H IS PO ST, 


An E n gin eer's P resen ce o f M ind A verts 
a H orrib le C atastrop h e. 


E r i e (Pa.), October 19th.—A horrible catas­ 
trophe was averted on the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Sou'hern Railway to-day near Silver 
Creek through the bravery aud cool headed 
conduct of the engineer. A detached section of 
the east bound freight train had been run into 
by another section, and a portion of the debris 
thrown over on the west bound track. 
Just as 
the No. 5 lost i rain was going west a ta rate of 
fifty miles an hour, engineer John Burns of the 
passenger train saw tbe truck ahead aud then a 
freight car 
He saw that an attempt to stop his 
train and jump would sacrifice the lives of 160 
passengers. His fireman bad left him. En­ 
gineer Burns resolved to stand by his engine, 
put on all the steam, and opening his sand 
pipes, so as to get a firm hold ou the rails, threw 
the tiuck and cut through the freight cars and 
other debris. 
Burns, with wonderful fortitude, held the 
lever, and in a moment he had cleared the ob­ 
struction, reversed the eng ne and threw on the 
air brake. As the train entered the wreck the 
sides were tom out of three roaches. The 
streams of women rose high above the screech­ 
ing of the steam. Although the engine was 
dismantled, biave engineer 
Bums emerged 
irom the debits alive, but covered with sears 
and bruise». Stout hearted men embraced him 
hysterically, realizing that his heroism had 
saved the train. But one passenger was se­ 
riously injured. Mrs. Mary Kane of Dennington, 
Ohio, who may die. Joseph Meyers of Cleve­ 
land was badiy hurt aliout the head. Probably 
a dozen others were painfu ly cut and bruised. 
Not a car in the train lelt the track. After the 
people w eie uulrted C. M. Spitzer, a Boston 
oanker, headed a list, and over $410 were pre­ 
sented to engineer Burns by the passeugcrs.

theirs. 
And then, as the acme of their 
lazy prosperity, he says their wool grows 
on trees. 
“The trees there, in a state of 
nature, hear woolly fruit, w hich in beauty 
and in strength surpasses the wool from 
sheep, and the people of India wear 
clothes made from it.” 
T his is the first

tramp for the recovery of ram or of lamb. 
A ll this disappears when he tells his read­ 
ers that the wool grows on trees. 
And, 
alps, the readers believed him as much 
and as little as the readers of Peter W il­

fought fiercely again. 
A t last they suc­ 
ceeded in getting her papoose and she sur­ 
rendered. 
She was carried forward to a 
tepee, where our surgeon took charge of 
her.— M rs. Caster. 


T h e N a tio n a lists’ P ro g ra m m e. 
Edward Bellam y explains in the Forum 
how the N ationalist would start about 
shaping society to bring finally the state 
of things described in “Looking Back­ 
ward.” 
H e would not work any violent 
revolution, but he would at once put the 
railroads, the telegraph, gas works, water 
works, the coal mines, and such general 
means of public service under State con­ 
trol; and these changes, he thinks, would 
lead naturally and gradually to the com­ 
plete nationalization of 
industry. 
H e 
says: 
. 
Stated in general terms, the policy pro­ 
posed by Nationalists is the successive na­ 
tionalizing or m unicpalizing of puhlic_serv­ 
ices and branchesof industry, and thesim ul- 
taneous organization of the employes upon 
abasis of guaranteed rights, as branches of 
the civil service of the country; this pro­ 
cess being 
continued until the entire 
transformation shall have beeu effected. 
I think I am safe in saying that all 
N ationalists agree that the first business 
to be nationalized should be the telegraph 
and telephone services. 
Another extension of the present post­ 
office business which is advocated by N a­ 
tionalists, as necessary to bring it up to the 
degree of efficiency attained in other coun­ 


tries, relates to the establishment of a par­ 
cel express service. 
As to the method o f nationalizing rail­ 
roads, various opinions may be held. 
At 
present, my own is that the purchase of 
the railroads outright would be uncalled 
for and unwise, and that the best course 
would be the assumption o f a permanent 
Government control o f the system. 
The 
present security holders would continue to 
receive such reasonable dividends, in a 
just valuation of the plants, as might be 
earnc-d. 
N ationalists propose im m ediate legisla­ 
tion looking towards governmental control 
of the con! mines o f the country. 
If the 
corporate control o f railroads amounts to a 
system for enabling private persons to tax 
the commerce of die c o u n try for their pri­ 
vate profit, corporate control ol the coal 
mines is in effect a system for enabling 
private person* fo tax the manufactures of 
the country for their private profit. 
Nationalists everywhere are agitating 
in favor of ihe assumption and conduct by 
m unicipalities of local public services, such 
as transit, lighting, 
heating 
and the 
water 
supply, 
which 
are 
now 
ren­ 
dered by corporations; and they vehem ­ 
ently oppose the granting of any further 
franchises for such purposes. 
Nationalists advocate 
laws in every 
State making obligatory the education of 
children during the whole school year, up 
to 17 years, forbidding their employment 
during the school year, and providing for 
the requisite assistance, from public funds, 
of children whose parents are unable to 
support them during school attendance. 
It is held bv Nationalists that the fact 
that a child's parents are poor, or even 
thriftless, is not sufficient reason for con­ 
dem ning the child to the life-long serfdom 
of ignorance, and that it is the duty of the 
State to see that children are not so con­ 
demned. 


U n cle Sum'* II nrst*s 
“ W here does tire United States buy the 
horses for its army and other purposes?” 
The question was asked at B ull’s Head 
yesterday, and John Raymond, one of the 
best known horse dealers iu this section of 
the country, was unable to answer it; yet 
at 
the very moment there was a young 
Lieutenant of the United States cavalry 
on the street, within twenty feet of Mr. 
Raymond, purchasing horses for the G ov­ 
ernment. 
“I will tell you all about it,” said the 
young officer. 
“The U nited States has in 
Government stables throughout the coun­ 
try at the present tim e between ten and 
twelve thousand horses. 
That is the num­ 
ber ret pi i red for the cavalry, the Ordnance 
Department and other branches of the 
army. 
They are carefully selected ani­ 
mals, well cared for and well groomed, and 
the mortality among them is annually not 
more than five per centum. 
This small 
percentage is remarkable, vhen it is con­ 
sidered that in some of the far W estern 
Territories the work required from the 
horses is very exacting iudeed. 
In A ri­ 
zona, for exam ple, more of the Govern­ 
ment horses die in proportion to their 
number than in any other section of the 
country, and it is a curious fact that many 
of the horses there grow blind, aud thus 
become useless long before they die. That 
is one of the efieets of the alkali plains on 
the animal». 
Besides the five per centum 
which die, about ten per centum of the 
remainder 
are 
annually 
sold 
by the 
Government 
because 
of 
their 
having 
become 
useless 
for 
the 
services 
for 
which they are required. 
This makes it 
necessary for the authorities to purchase 
annually about 2,000 horses, and Congress 
provides for this expenditure by appro­ 
priating about $200,000 for the purpose of 
paying for the horses purchased. 
Tlie 
amount is divided among the various m ili­ 
tary departments by the Secretary of War, 
and, as the Western divisions of the army 
needs more horses than we do here on the 
A tlantic coast, the hulk of the money goes 
out W est, and most of the horses for the 
Government are purchased in St. Louis, 
St. Paul and San Francisco. 
“N ot every horse w ill do for Govern­ 
ment service,” continued the Lieutenant, 
“for the W ar Department makes specific 
rules to govern the purchase of the animal. 
They are required to be geldings, solid 
color throughout, from 15 to 17 hands high, 
between four and eight years of age, and 
must weigh, for artillery horses, between 
1,000 and 1,300 pounds, and for cavalry 
horses, between 900 and 1,200 [xmnds. 
A 
Government horse usually lasts 
about 
seven years, and at the end of that tim e is 
sold at auction, if he lasts that long.” 
“Do the horse dealers know that you 
are purchasing animals for the Govern­ 
ment ?” 
“Indeed they do not,” said the L ieuten­ 
ant, sm ilingly. 
“If they did. they would 
run the price up on me far beyond what 
they do now, when I am buying apparently 
as a privite individual.”— .Y. Y . Star. 


C h em istry in A ncient E gypt. 
The priests of Thebes and Memphis 
made great advances in the knowledge of 
the art of extracting metals, of forming al­ 
loys, and of making vessels and tools out of 
them. 
They distinguished 
crude gold 
from refined gold, and could 
work that 
metal up into a variety of articles. 
They 
fed the hope that they m ight he able to 
obtain it by coloring asemon, or silver, 
yellow. 
Of the latter metal 
they made 
money, the value of which « as guaranteed 
by an impressed image. 
They extracted 
gold and silver from elect rum, a mineral 
containing both substances, but which 
presented to their eyes the appearance of a 
m etal like them. 
T his was what led 
them to the notion of transmutation. 
The Egyptians designated as chesbet sev­ 
eral kinds of blue or green sapphires col­ 
ored with cohalt or copper. They made in­ 
crustations, am ulets,necklaces,aud various 
ornaments of them. 
T hey succeeded in 
compounding an artificial chesbet resem­ 
bling the natural stone. 
A fact worthy 
of remark in the 
matter is, that this 
was done by “the assim ilation of a col­ 
ored substance, a 
precious 
stone, 
an 
enamel, a 
vitrified color, with metals.” 
T his 
assimilation 
suggested 
the 
new 
idea 
of 
dyeing ; 
“for 
the 
imitation 
of 
the 
sapphire 
rests 
on 
the 
col­ 
oring of a large mass, colorless of itself, 
but constituting the vitrifiable basis which 
we dye by thr aid of a small quantity of 
coloring matter. W ith enamels and col­ 
ored glasses thus prepared the natural 
precious stones were reproduced; they 
were covered with figures, with objects of 
earth or stone, and were incrusted with 
m etallic objects.”— Popular Science Monthly.

T he proposition to establish a perm a­ 
nent census bureau is of doubtful wiídom. 
It would entail, we fear, heavy cost w ith­ 
out compensating results. 
It would be 
in im minent danger of becoming apolitical 
m achine also, and for being made an 
agency for energizing the gerrym andering 
spirit. 
The census can lie well and ac­ 
curately taken, if less time is consumed in 
enum erating. 
Germany takes her census 
in twenty-four hours, and other countries 
in from one to forty-eight hours. 
Two 
things are essential to a reliable enumera­ 
tion. 
h irst, that the enumerators shall be 
intelligent and very fam iliar with the 
district to which detailed. 
Second, that 
th e districts shall be so small that they 
i* 
can be canvassed iu ten or twelve hours 
and recanvassed in less than a day. 
The 
enum erators under such a system need not 
be employed more than one week. 
Let 
them have live days in which to study the 
d istrict and make thorough prelim inary 
exam ination of it, to locate absentees and 
ascertain similar facts. 
Then let them 
m ake the enumeration on the sixth day. 
Bv such a system the cost will not lie 
g reater than under the present method, 
w hich gives the enumerators thirty days 
an d larger districts. 
These collectors of 
num bers should lie paid a stated per diem 
and a small sum in addition per name re­ 
turned and per statistical blank filled. 
T h u s faithfulness would be encouraged 
and the per capita fee would stim ulate the 
m en to thoroughness. 


THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


T he Government is adopting the policy 
o f oi>eniDg the Indian reservations to set­ 
tlem ent, 
i t is decidedly the best scheme 
for settling the Indian question ever ad­ 
vanced. 
Transfer to each Indian family 
sufficient land to support i t ; give it the 
lan d with the reservation only that it shall 
not sell or lease i t ; reserve sufficient to 
m eet the needs of the oncoming genera­ 
tions of Indians, and let the rem ainder 1 e 
throw n open to entry. 
Of course the 
policy of the A rthur A dm inistration must 
be included—that is, to m aintain the pres­ 
ent and open many more Indian schools, 
to give to all Indians placed upon lands 
th e tools of agriculture aud instruction in 
th eir use and in trades. 
Such a policy 
will sooner than any other civilize the In ­ 
dian. 
So long as we recognize the Indian 
only as a hunter and warrior, supply him 
w ith ammunition and give him food w ith­ 
out labor as a consideration, we shall con­ 
tinue to have trouble with the red man. 
« a 
T he capacity of the Indian to adopt and 
live under the arts of civilization health­ 
fully and beneGcially, has been demon­ 
strated in the Indian Territory.

The R e c o rd -U n io n has before referred 
with commendation to the effort made to 
rescue the tomb of Mary, the m other of 
W ashington, from ruin, and to restore and 
complete the monument private capital 
began many years ago. 
The organization 
of American women, for the prosecution 
of the work, is now complete, with Mrs. 
W aite, widow of the late Chief Justice 
W aite, as President of the Board of M an­ 
agers, and Mrs. M argaret Iletzel as Sec­ 
retary, both of W ashington City. 
The 
Trustees of the association are the Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States, the Chief Ju s­ 
tice of the Supreme Court and the Gov­ 
ernor of the State of V irginia, w ithin 
which State is the tomb of Mary W ash­ 
ington. 
The women at the head of the 
movement appeal to all of their sex for 
contributions. 
They do not want the 
monument to be built by the money of a 
few generous people, but by the small do­ 
nations of the mass of the women of the 
nation. 
A Vice-President of the associa­ 
tion has been elected for each State in the 
Union, Mrs. Senator H earst representing 
California, and 
these 
are to promote 
branch associations in the several States 
or to adopt such other means as may be 
deemed best to reach the desired end. 
Títere ought to lie very little difficulty in 
raising the modest sum necessary. 
The 
patriotic impulses of the women of Am er­ 
ica should respond to the call so speedily 
that the work upon the monument and 
the restoration of the tomb can be entered 
upon before the close of the present year. 


SENDING BACK CHINESE. 


I t is something to be thankful for that 
the Federal Government has ordered Chi­ 
nese im migrants who surreptitiously en­ 
ter the State to be deported. 
The most of 
these unlawful entries are made from over 
the B ritish line. 
The order for return re­ 
quires that the trespassers be sent to 
the place from which they last came. 
This returns the most of them to V ictoria 
and the towns of B ritish Columbia, from 
which they will presently make another 
raid into the U nited Stales. 
Thus we are 
to be kept busy returning the same im m i­ 
grants, with the chance involved of here 
and there a group escaping the vigilance 
of the border officers. 
The country will be 
better satisfied when the laws are so ad­ 
justed th at the customs officials will feel 
warranted in deporting these illegal im­ 
migrants to China. 
In the long run the 
cost will be less than the frequent deporta­ 
tions lo B ritish Columbia and Mexico. 


T h e Republican nominee for Governor 
has been charged w ith w riting a letter 
some years ago, in which he approved, 
with profane emphasis, the action of a 
partner iu a mine, in which he and others 
were concerned, in discharging unsatisfac­ 
tory workmen.

Give the Home 
Deal—Both 
Protest 


Clob a Very Bough 
Club Managers 
the Game. 


The spectator who could have sat and 
watched the baseball game in this city yes­ 
terday, between the San Franciscos and 
Sacramentos, without being tempted to 
give utterance to his feeliDg of disgust at 
the attempt of George Borchers to pitch 
ball, and to rise and demand fairness from 
Charles Sweeney, the umpire, deserves to 
have his name recorded in the annals of 
history as one “whose patience endureth 
forever.’’ Yesterday was Sunday, but even 
this fact did not prevent people from cry­ 
ing out for fairness, when might seemed to 
be getting the better of right. 
Charles Sweeney umpired the game, and 
the result showed the bad effects of a man 
losing control of bis temper while occupy­ 
ing that posi:ion, sunply because a couple 
of close decisions were hissed by a few 
people in the audience. This was no reason 
why he should afterwards worst the Sacra­ 
mento Club in every close decision, and in 
plays where it was evident that he was 
merely endeavoring to revenge himself on 
the grand stand. No imnroper or insulting 
remarks were addressed to him, except by 
one person standing near the fence, and 
Sweeney availed himself of his privilege 
by having the disturber removed from the 
g rounds. He was not content with this, 
owever, bnt wanted to follow him out, 
and would have done so had he not been 
prevented by officer Farrell and the crowd 
that gathered around him. Play was re­ 
sumed, and the umpire invariably favored 
the San Franciscos, aud with the material 
aid of Borchers succeeded in winning a 
victory for the visiting team. 
Borchers either did not know what kind 
of pitching Sacramento audiences have 
been in the habit of seeing, or else he 
wanted to show how baseball was played 
up north this summer. If he does not at 
once drop Ihe style he used yesterday, the 
sooner the management releases him the 
less danger the club will be in. He will 
never do, if his work yesterday was a sam­ 
ple of what it will be during the rest of the 
season. Wildness was no name for his de­ 
livery, and at times it was hard to tell just 
what he was aiming at. Heseem td to 
think no more of sendiog two men to bases 
on balls than if there were no runners on 
the bases. He surely could not have been 
so confident of his own ability as to think 
he could shut out the side himself, and if 
his thoughts did run that way, be certainly 
had an unlimited amount of assurance, for 
the score will show that his associates did 
all the work, and had it not been for their 
phenomenal fielding, the San Franciscos 
would have had about ten more runs to 
their credit. 
Several times Borchers threw so wildly at 
the batter that the bail came on the-fly to 
Bowman, who was standing back in front 
of the special stand. Three of the runs 
scored by the visitors were presented by 
Borchers, and apparently with the greatest 
of pleasure. His muff at the bome-plate, 
his wild throw over Stapleton’s head to the 
dressing-room, bia failnre to watch the 
game in ¡be ninth inning, and his dis­ 
astrous wild pitches lost the Sacramento 
club the game, which eight of the members 
tried so hard and faithfully to win. 
To give Borchers confidence, his team 
really batted out a victory in the first in­ 
ning, and then had the satisfaction of see­ 
ing it taken away from them by their own 
pitcher and the umpire. No club that ever 
played ball in Sacramento put up as re­ 
markable a fielding game as did the Sena­ 
tors yesterday, barring the work of their 
Ditcher. A number of the plays might be 
called marvelous, and thunders of applause 
went up from the stands on several occa­ 
sions. But for several great doubie plays 
made by the Sacramento fielders, the score 
of the visitors would have been three times 
what it was. and yet after all their work, 
the home players were defeated, and it was 
a defeat which the players, the umpire and 
the audience will not soon forget. 
Manager Finn entered a protest at the 
commencement of the cuntest, on the 
grounds that Borchers was ineligible to 
play in the California League, and at the 
conclusion ot the game ihe Sacramento 
manager notified the plavers and the scorer 
that he had also protested ihe game, claim­ 
ing that Sweeney was not in tit condition 
to act as umpire. 
There was an immense crowd in attend­ 
ance, and the gate receipts must have been 
larger than ever before this season. The 
game commenced with the Sacramentos to 
the bat. 
Goodenoogh hit the ball hard into center 
field, but Hanley was under it. Roberts 
waited and got bia base on balls, and then 
the Senators began a regular canonade on 
Coughlin. Bowman smashed the ball into 
right fieid for a nit. and Stevens, by 
fumbliDg it, allowed Roberts to score and 
Bowman to reach second base. 
Stapleton 
then placed a liner safely into left field, 
and Bowman scored. Hoffman was not to 
be outdone, so he braced himself and met 
the ball squarely. It kept going until it 
struck the back fence, and before Levy 
could 
field 
it 
the 
batter 
had 
crossed 
the 
plate, 
together 
with 
Stapleton, making four runs in all. Godar 
and McHale ended the inning by going out 
on fly balls to Levy and Speer respectively. 
The Sacramentos made no more runs 
until the tifih inning, when Goodenough 
knocked out a home rnn and added one to 
the score, making it five, at which fignre it 
remained during the remainder of the 
game. 
The first run cf the San Franciscos was 
scored in the second inning. Isaacson got 
hit with Ihe ball and stole second base. 
Borchers threw a low swiit ball which 
Bowman could not pick off the ground, 
and it went back to the special stand. 
Isaacson tried to reach home on the passed 
ball but Bowman fielded it so quickly that 
Borchers could have had the runner out by 
ten feet had he not muffed the nail. 
Isaacson of course scored. 
Two runs were made by the visitors in 
the sixth inning. Shea and Ebright 
each made a hit, and a wild pitch by 
Borchers advanced each a base. 
The 
former scored on a long fly hit to Good- 
enough. There were now two outs, and 
Isaacson, the next batter, hit to Borchers, 
who turned toward Stapleton and threw 
the ball about seven feet above the base­ 
man's head. Ebright scored. Levy after­ 
wards retired tbe side by striking out. 
At the commencement of the ninth and 
last inning the score stood 5 to 3 in favor 
of the Sacramentos, but it was not destined 
to remain that wat long. The Sacramen­ 
tos in their half made nothing. 
The San f ranciscos led off with 8peer, 
who was unfortunate enough to knock a 
fly ball to Ri beit% Coughlin made what 
bad to be scored a base-hit, bat properly 
the runner should have been declared out. 
Everett went to his base on balls. Hanley 
knocked a fonl high iDto the air, and the 
audience yelled with delight as Bowman 
caught it. Shea unexpectedly hit the ball 
into left field and Coughlin scored. 
Everett reached third base on the drive. 
This made the score 4 to 5, with two outs 
and two men on bases, one at third and 
the other at first. 
Ebright was the next batter, and he 
struck at the first ball pitched. Shea 
started for second, but Bowman (not wish­ 
ing to leave any chance for Everett, who 
was on third base, to score), did not try to 
head off Shea at second. Borchers, how­ 
ever, supposed he was going to throw the 
ball down, and turned his back to Bow­ 
man. The result was tbat the ball rolled 
by Borchers easily, and Everett crossed the 
plate, making tbe score a tie. To make 
the San Francisco victory certain, Borchers 
threw a snake-like curve to Ebright; the 
ball struck the ground a foot behind the 
bat and bounded over Bowman s shoulder. 
Shea then scored the winning run. 
Hanley's playing in center field was ex­ 
cellent, and he seemed to know precisely 
where to get to to corral all the fly balls. 
Shea played well at second, as did Isaacson 
at the initial. 
The work of the home team, however, 
was superior and called for tbe highest 
praise. Bowman caught everything he 
col 1,1 reach, and saved Borchers several 
wild pitches. Stapleton played a great 
game on first base, assisting in three double 


fly and so did McHale, but his catch was a I 
phenomenal one. Coughlin batted a low 
fly ball into the field back of and to the 
right of second base. McHale with hands 
ontstretched started for the ball on the 
dead run. He caught it and moreover 
recovered himseif in lime to throw Everett 
out at first base. A burst of applause, the 
like of which was never heard at a ball 
game here.iissued from the grand stand, 
and lasted several minntes. 
A decision by tbe umpire in the eighth 
inning greatly sut prised the audience. 
Bowman led off with a terrific three base 
drive, and Stapleton followed by knocking 
a foul fly to Stevens. Bowman scored after 
Stevens’caught the ball, but Sweeney de­ 
clared him out, claiming that he left the 
base before the ball was in the fielder’s 
hands.

Another Pistol Fusilade—A Bullet Nearly 
Does Its Work. 
About 2 o’clock yesterday morning sev­ 
eral pistol shots were fired in the vicinity 
of Third aüd I streets. They were heard 
distinctly in the R ecord-Uniok office, and 
a reporter hastened to the scene, but could 
discover nobody in the vicinity except 
policeman Agner and an opium fiend who 
had been frightened from the seductive 
pipe in a neighboring den. There were no 
Chinamen about, and no commotion of 
any sort. 
Shortly afterward some more shots were 
heard, and officer Wagner tried his hand at 
investigating the cause, but without result.

the opposite side and lodged in a handle of 
clothing on the fl tor in front of a low bunk 
on which i ne of the inma'es was sleeping. 
Officer Wagner found the bullet, which 
was shot from a pistol of large caliber, and 
if the front room had been, as usual, full 
of Chinamen, it would doubtless have 
made business for the Coroner. 
The inmates of the place were as dumb 
as oyster about the shooting, and refused to 
say more than “no sabbee.” It is thought, 
however, that they know all about it, and 
that the shooiing is the result of jealousy 
about a Chinese female chattel. 
These shooting scrapes are becoming 
quite common in CbiDatown, and the offi­ 
cers soy they occasionally hear mysterious 
hints of a coming battle in that quarter 
that will involve a number of participants.

The Necessity for Ihe Citizens’ 
Organization Entering 
this Campaign, 


TBE BLAME ThSOWN WHERE IT 
BSLOKGS. 


Hew the Ring Has Forced the Citizens 
(o Immediate Action. 


W 
HEN CITY AND COUNTY OFFICERS 
are to be elected ou the same day as State 
officers, and at an election ihe result of whieh 
might determine great national issues, it is hard 
to separate local from Stale aud ustioual poli­ 
ties. The policy of those who control the selec­ 
tion of Republican or Democratic candidates 
for local offices should therefore be such as 
would cause them to name men worthy of the 
support of these great political parties, aud who 
would add strength to their tickets by being of 
such worth and broad ideas as would enable 
them to be independent of political bosses, 
parties and fac ions, aud to administer city and 
county affairs on a bioad business basis, and 
without regard to mere party power. Their 
ideas on irrelevant national issues should be a 
matter of minor consideration. 
It is a simple matter to ignore politics at elec­ 
tions where none but city and county officers 
are to be selected, and such an election would 
be an opportune time to inaugurate a citizens' 
municipal organization. 
However, it some­ 
times becomes necessary to act at inopportune 
times, and especially at such times as State and 
national issues, aud the loyalty of good citizens 
to the cause of the State and nation, are used 
as a cover to enable unworthy office seekers to 
run the gantlet of public opinion and obtain 
positions ot trust to which, under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances, they could never be elected. 
When party strength is used for so base a put*- 
pose as to help unworthy men to office, ths 
party is being prostituted to such an extent as 
should meet with a hearty rebuke from its hon­ 
est members. 
It seems to have been the policy of the pow­ 
ers that control both political part’es In Sacra­ 
mento to give the p:ople good candidates tor 
s< me offices, and so make up a seemingly strong 
ticket for the dominant party, ou which, how­ 
ever, they have been exceedingly careful to 
put up meu who arc under their conttol w herc- 
ever an office affords good opportunities for 
plunder or future power. What do these bosses 
care tow honest the officers ,ra who act as 
Judges, Treasurer, Assessor, Coroner, etc., 
they can reserve the control ol the police, j uriea 
and the registration, whicn latter can be used 
to help perpetuate their power ? 
This year there will be elected a Police Judge 
who will be an ex-officio Police Commissioner» 
the Mayor and Chief of Police being the other 
two members of the Board. The election of the 
proper kind of man to the office of Police Judgo 
at this election would insure the honest ad­ 
ministration of police affairs for the next two 
years at least. The election of a man under 
the control of thoso who are now using our 
police for corrupt purposes would render the 
reform of the system Impossible for at least a 
year, and the chances are for three years The 
member of the Board to be elected in 1892 will 
be the Chief of Police, and in the light of our 
experience with the last two men elected to 
that position it seems as if it were hopeless to 
attempt to get a man for that office who wil* 
not /all douoi. It looks as though whoever ha* 
gained experience enough in the police busi­ 
ness in Sacramento to qualify him to be Chief 
of Police, has gained it in a school that teaches 
him to disregard all decency ami honorable ob­ 
ligations to the public; and, by becoming adept 
ill masterly inactivity, to show signs ol becom­ 
ing corrupt as soon as the opportunity pre­ 
sents itseli. We should begin to reform the 
police now or the opportunity to do so later 
may be so remote as to be hardly worthy of 
present consideration: and we can make up 
our minds that whoever takes time by the fore­ 
lock and makes his deal with the bosses, can 
gamble, rob or embezzle at his pleasure, and 
without fear of the result: knowing that if de­ 
tection nnd arrest should perchance bring him 
to trial Kiere is still a loophole in a trial by 
jury. The jury system can be easily controlled 
when the Court Clerk, District Attorney and 
Sheriff are in the ring. The names of jurors 
are selected aud put in the box hy the Super­ 
visors. each one naming his share: tbe clerk 
then draws the jurors aud he might draw from 
a fixed part of the box. aud even If drawn 
regularly and there were a sufficient number 
of names oi corrupt meu in the box, the chances 
wonld be in favor of a good proportion of such 
names being drawn out, and the District At­ 
torney could use his power to except as best 
suited his puipose. Where the drawing of the 
jury fails and the Sher.ff goes to serve sum­ 
mons for a special venire, he can hunt with­ 
out finding those he does not want to find and 
find without huntiDg these he does want, re­ 
turn to Court and make a seemingly fair re­ 
port of hi9 action. 
Lastly, let us consider the dauger to that 
safeguard—the Grand Jury. We have had an 
illustration of how useless this system may be­ 
come when the District Attorney, who is sup­ 
posed to guide and counsel the jury, chooses 
to do so in such a manner as will lend them 
everywhere but where they will find out some­ 
thing; and, when perchance they get on the 
right trail and the scent becomes too warm he 
leads them to where they will be discharged 
before they have time to make a report. 
Members of a recent Grand Jury could no 
doubt give further particulars that would 
serve as appropriate illustratratione, and it 
may be necessary to go into details later on. 
Is it then surprising that the best citizens 
should so willingly joiu in the organization 
set fotth in the following declaration? 


DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
To Secure Honest City anil County 
Government. 
Municipal government is business, not poli­ 
tics.Municipal elections sv onld be divorced from 
State and National poliths 
Municipal officers should be chosen solely 
for business ability and personal integrity. 
Municipal officers should be independent of 
political bosses, parties and factions 
The care of city and county property, the 
granting and management of franchises, the 
collection and expendituie of City and county 
revenues, can be safely intrusted only to offi­ 
cers cho-en under the operation of these prin­ 
ciples. 
Sacramento is suffering from a most odiona, 
damaging. And dangerous system ol boss rule, 
under which both the Republican- and Demo­ 
cratic parties are owned and controlled by one 
set of bosses, and whereby the Interests of both 
f 
rames and of property owners are absolutely 
gnored aud sacrificed, to the one sole purpose 
of plunder and power. Under this ruinous and 
degrading system nnr city and county expense* 
are enormously increased, aud our taxpayers 
are robbed to pay the augmented and uDjust de­ 
mands; our Courts and juries are corrupted, jus- 
ice is defeated, crime goes unbridled and un­ 
punished; our police—supposed guardians of 
the people—are selected and controlled by the 
same corrupt powers to shield criminals, while 
the nower of the municipal authorities to sup- 
S 
ress crime and sustain the law is openly de­ 
ed.Therefore, with a view to overthrow these 
evils and place the government of the city and 
county under the direct control of The Peoi’I.*, 
to be conducted upon economic and business 
principles, we, the unde signed, while reserv­ 
ing our party sllegianee in State and National 
affairs, hereby unite in a permanent municipal 
citizen's organization, and agree to do all in our 
power to inaugurate and carry out the purposes 
stated.
